Vallee Herold spoke in favor of a 


fair, having attended several in the 
"West, and told how such enterprises 
brought thousands of people to town, 


'V drawing them for 50 miles around. 


He gave a general idea of how suc- 
cessful fairs were arranged, adding 


I • that much and hard work was neces- 


sary in order to bring about a suc- 
cessful fair. In. order, however, to 
bring about a successful fair it was 
necessary for the citizens to work 
together enthusiastically. The fairs 
benefit the merchants who display 
their wares on the sidewalks. It|is EO 
easy matter to prepare for and ar- 
range a fair. There are always many 
obstacles to overcome. The main 
work will devolve on a few energetic, 
earnest workers. 


The merchants arrange booths on cTn'ti. 


the sidewalks, decorate the same in Boat 
the 
handsomest 
manner, 
make 


tempting displays. Attractions are 
engaged, consisting of athletes, ba- 
loonists, wire walkers, bicycle trick 
riders, acrobats, dancers, minstrells. 
Music of all classes and kinds is 
provided, and especially brass bands 
"that are placed at intervals along the 
route, and every conceivable form of 
entertainment 
is provided. The 


more noise, the better the people 
seem to enjoy the fair. 
I think 


Portsmouth can and should have a 
fair, and think the latter part of 
August would be the best time to 
have it. 


Geo. 
Wurster spoke at length, de- 


lailing how. fairs held in Iowa, es- 
pecially at Keikuk, were conducted, 
stating among other things thattno 
attendance from outside of that town 
on the first day was 8,000 people, and 
15,000 the second. Portsmouth, said 
he, can get up equally as good a fair 
as any town of its size, and could 
draw largely from good surrounding 
territory. As we will not have no 
county fair, and no 4th of July cele- 
bration, Portsmouth should have a 
street fair. The time is at hand to 
arrange for one. No time, in fact, 
should be lost. It will take two 
months hard work to arrange all the 
details. At the fairs In the West 
prizes were awarded to the best mer- 
chant's display. Horses and cattle 
were on display, as well as fruit of 
all kinds, premiums being awarded 
to the best as at a county fair. Days 
are set apart as "Commercial men's" 
day, 
"Knighta of Pythias" day, 


"Ladies" day, etc., at the latter 
carriages are permitted within the 
encloBure,prizes being awarded to the 
person having the handsomest dec- 
orated carriage, the decorations con- 
sisting of flowers, Hags, banners, 
ribbons.

show attractions we want, I think, 
but a committee should go to Chilli- 
cothe and get what pointers we can 
there, and also engage what attrac- 
tions we think best.

chair' appointed an 


executive committee of seven to have 
full charge of the fair, to consult 
with merchants it a lair is wanted, 
appoint a finance committee and have 
the conduct of the fair, and to report 
at the call of the chairman.

importance in Washington, the convic- 
tion announced that the mayors can' 
not be trusted with them is a cause of 
fresh discontent, just at the moment 
when the various complications ap- 
peared to be unraveled. The mayors 
are the appointees of the governor 
general, and when th-9 military assem- 
bly dissolved they were made its repre- 
sentatives to receive the arms.
